a newsletter. For 11 years, it was associated with under- 
ground comix. The back issues contain biographies and 
photos of nearly all of the cartoonists. As with any 
publication, there were those who chose not to communi- 
cate with me, so their work is less described; can't 

force people to associate with you. All you can do is 
invite them. My reason for ending that phase of my work 
is complicated, but it's enough to say that there simply 
are not enough underground comix being produced to jus- 
tify a monthly newsletter about them. I could turn it 
into a nostalgia-zine and go on writing about the comix 
of the past, but that is not my interest at this time. 

I see the newave as being the mainstream of today's comics 
and that is what will be the focus of COMIX WAVE. As I 
have said in some interviews, CN is the hub of a network 
of cartoonists who ‘are in various stages of development. 
Many publish with me in the COMIX-WORLD MINI-SERIES. Some 
publish with me and with numerous other small press pub- 
lishers, and still others have set up their own little 
companies. The number and quality of the zines is in- 
creasing daily and I would say they are too numerous 

for anyone to collect all of them, but I know of a number 
of newave collectors who are in there trying. My COMIX 
WAVE NEWSLETTER will be monthly this year and, since I 
plan to mail it first class most of the time, you shou'd 
get the information faster. My other publications remain 
on the same schedule. COMIX WAVE MAGAZINE is a digest- 
sized zine (DZ) and is out every other month. The latest 
issue is $1.54 pp and has art by John Howard, Parsonavich, 
David Miller, and George Erling. As of December 1, there 
were 310 minis in the COMIX WORLD MINI-SERIES. The series 
began in 1978 so that is an average of one mini a week for 
six years, a record I am proud of. That's 2,480 drawings 
by over 100 newave cartoonists, some of whom now have 
series of their own in progress. I've been asked by John 
Eades, of Red Ink Press, to do a column for his SMALL 
PRESS COMICS FANOLA, which is a nice tabloid paper aimed 
at covering the newave and the artists involved. John 

has the facilities to set type and do nice layouts and 

his first issue impressed me. John has room for letters 
about the movement and that is the place to write. I 
intend to deal more with the.tetters and issues raised 

in them in my COMICS FANOLA column, since I have never 

had the space in this newsletter to do that kind of 

thing. I urge those of you who are active newave artists 
to touch base with John, send him your comix and descript+ 
fons, prices, etc. and he will run them on his list in 

the next issue (RED INK PRESS, 9429 Silverthorn Dr., Lake 
Park, FLA 33403). You want to write about the trip, that's 
the place to do it. I will also continue to do a column 
for Di Schutz in THE TELEGRAPH WIRE (my current column 

is an article on Greg Irons, who was killed in an acci- 
dent while touring the Far East last November.). Those 
of you who write this column and want an answer, please 
send an SASE or a first-class stamp. Plugs are still

When the store closes, Vojtko goes 
home and draws for fun and cash 


You know the type — the kid 
who started out being a class 
clown in kindergarten and re- 
mained one for the rest of his 
life. 


Well, meet Bob Vojtko (pro- 
nounced Voit-ko), who works 
at the Great Northern Pic-N- 
Pay and certainly fits the 
description. He's teetering on 
the brink of 30, and his thought 
patterns aren't all that much 
different than they were in 
elementary school. 


THE DIFFERENCE IS that 
now his sense of humor, and the 
vift he’s had for cartooning all his 
life, are combining to bring in 
quite a bit of extra money. 

Vojtko’s comics have been 
published in the Saturday Even- 
ing Post, Penthouse, Christian 
Science Monitor, Hustler, and the 
Plain Dealer Sunday Magazine. He 
receives about 1,000 one-panel 
gags a week from all over the 
country, from which he selects a 
few to draw and distribute. Add 
that to a full time job and it’s a 
wonder he has any time to sleep. 


“ACTUALLY, I HAVE two full 
time jobs with Pic-N-Pay and my 
artwork,” says Vojtko. “Sometimes 


you have to force yourself to work. 
Heck, I'd like to plop myself down 
in front of a TV when I get home, 
but my art work has become such 
a pattern that I can’t. leven draw 
a lot during lunch break.” 


Not that Vojtko hasn't had 
plenty of reinforcement. He's 


-making substantially more than 


he ever has from his cartooning, 
and he’s begun to get some recog- 


_ nition from gagwriters looking for 


artists. 
He's also received fan letters 


from England, Japan, Australia 
and other parts of the world. 


VOJTKO, WHO TAKES a lot of 
pride in his work, enjoys drawing 
his own material more than gags 
that are sent to him. 

“It’s a lot more fun for me to 
draw my own stuff,” says Vojtko. 
“Sometimes people come up to me 
and ask me to draw a sign or 
something for five bucks. Heck, I 
can draw something of my own in 
ten minutes that could make 50 
times as much as that.”

VOJTKO’S MAIN GOAL now is 
to get syndicated with a comic 
strip. That way, he could make a 
full career out of cartooning. 

“The magazine stuff is fine,” he 
says, “but there'll be times for two 
or three weeks where nothing 
comes in.” 

That doesn’t really bother 
Vojtko, though. When that hap- 
pens, he just has to draw more 
during lunch.

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HAIGHT ASHBURY REVISITED 
Par Holman reminded me of 
the upcoming 20th anniver- 
Sary of Haight-Ashbury and 
suggested I say a few words 
about that one-time mecca, 
shrine, hang-out, Utopia, 
neo-Indian reservation. At 
the time of the evolution of 
the Haight into an art col- 
ony, I had lived in San 
Francisco for seven years, 
Spending part of the time 
in the avenues and moving 
to Foerster Street near S. 
F. City College after get- 
ting married to Shirley in 
1961. I was studying Eng- 
lish at S. F. State at the 
time, rattling off about 
Eliot's poetry, Faulkner's 
novels, and the various 
Strains of European Exis- 
tentialism which were in 
Style--mainly the writings 
of Camus, Sartre, Heidegger, 
Jaspers, and Beckett. Beat 
was nearing its end around 
North Beach, the hang-out 
of Ginsberg, Kerouac, Corso, 
Ferlinghetti, Patchen, but 
Ginberg's HOWL had given 
Beat a new lease on life 
and inspired a bust and an 
obscenity trial. I hung 
around North Beach and 
Sausalito in those days 
with an occasional trip to 
Berkeley to a folk festival. 
There was nothing happaning 
in Berkeley then, the sil- 
ence before the Free Speech 
Movement and the invasion 
of amplified rock music in 
1965. We made the rounds. 
My earliest published fic- 
tion was inspired by things 
that happened around NB and 
across the bay in Sausalito. 
We would eat at Little Joe's 
and play some pool at Mike's 
pool Hall on Broadway, stop 
in at the various coffee 
houses and listen to folk 
singers, listen to jazz and 
poetry at the Cellar, catch 
the Kingston Trio at Purple 
Onion, Took in the doorways 
of the clubs along the strip. 
It was g-strings and pasties 
then, topless dancing didn't 
come along until June of ‘64. 


At that point, long hair was 
seldom seen on men. Women 
who were trying to look Beat 
would dress in dark clothing 
and run a ring of mascara 
around their eyes to give them 
a lost, haunted look. The Cool 
was in, emotion was out. If 
someone died at the table next 
to you at Enrico's, you paid 
no attention, just went on 
sipping your expreso. Beat 
referred to beatific, beat- 
f{tude, sometimes beautiful, 
and it was only negative to 
the bourgeois tourists who 
were always looking in the 
windows at you. Beat evol- 
ved as a fashion out of Bo- 
hemian which was the in 

style of the early two dec- 
ades of the current century. 
Many people in the late fif- 
ties rejected Western mat- 
erialistic philosophies and 
capitalism, preferring to 
look to the East for enlight- 
ened attitudes, namely to the 
Buddhism of D. T. Suzuki and 
Alan Watts. Everyone in my 
group read Ginsburg's poetry 
as it came out (and heard him 
read it on campus) we were 
all familiar with Watts' 
NATURE, MAN AND WOMAN. The 
music was jazz--Peterson, 
Allison, Montgomery, Davis, 
and folk. We had just gotten 
an album by a young Jewish 
kid from Minnesota, fellow 
who called himself bob dylan 
(no capitals, after dylan 
thomas). Joan Baez was still 
singing traditional folk and 
her Institute for the Study 
of Non-Violence was only an 
idea floating around. Most 
imitated folk groups on the 
campus were Kingston Trio 

and Brothers Four and The 
Chad Mitchell Trio. New folk 
singers were always showing 
up on campus, playing at the 
hootenannies at the Drinking 
Gourd on Union Street or out 
at the Coffee Gallery in NB. 
Politically, it was a time 
when students believed in the 
public image of Jack Kennedy 
and went South to work on 
drives to register black

voters in Mississippi and 
Alabama. I didn't go South. 
I've been to Alabama (My 
mother is from there.) and 

I had no desire to go back. 
Kennedy was murdered in 1963 
and Johnson got the blame 
for the Viet Nam war. The 
War and the draft caused 
most of the action on the 
campuses. 

Meanwhile, I graduated 
a couple of times and was 
ready to start on a teaching 
career. I had several offers, 
but I chose Fresno State be- 
cause it was the closest to 
San Francisco. I could drive 
home on the weekends. 

I never planned to live 
in Haight-Ashbury. I never 
moved to North Beach or Saus- 
alito either. I don't like 
living in art colonies. I 
like a quiet place where I 
can do my own thing, think 
my thoughts, work in my gar- 
den. It's too noisy in those 
hip ghettos. People don't 
talk, they yell. Everyone 
wears his ego on his sleeve, 
and no one ever sleeps. 

I moved to Ashbury St- 
reet because my wife Shirley 
got us kicked out of the old 
apartment and we had to find 
a new one and she was living 
in it during the week so she 
wanted to decide and she found 
the place in a house on upper 
Ashbury about two elocks above 
Haight Street and I just acc- 
epted it. When I found out 
what was happening down the 
street, I had mixed feelings. 
It was nice to be able to 
walk down and get the ug 
pagers and look at the new 
zines in the Psychedelic Shop, 
but it was a drag to try to 
park near my own place and 
I usually had to park four 
or five blocks away. It was 
nice to hang out on the street 
on weekends, to see all the 
colorful people, the bikers, 
cowboys, Indians, drag queens, 
antique store dance #all girls, 
rock singers, dope dealers, 
pimps, and the folks who lived 


on the street, but (cont'd/August)

it was a drag to have people 
walking past my bedroom win- 
dow at all hours of the night 
and it got worse when they 
started throwing stuff in 

the yard and at the window. 

In 1965, most of the peo- 
ple one saw had short hair 
and good clothes. The major- 
ity of the kids who came out 
on the weekends had money and 
to them the Haight was just 
the latest playground. These 
were not political people. 

The people involved in campus 
politics, who were on strike 
or working seriously to end 
the Viet Nam war, did not have 
time to loaf around Haight 
Street smoking grass all 
weekend. In '65, the street 
was filled with young people 
buying things, Donovan records, 
Brando posters, second-hand 
clothes from The Third Hand 
Store, anything that was for 
sale. Haight was just the 
newest on-going bazaar, the 
chic place to hang out, the 
place to see the new rock 
celebs, the dangerous place 

to be during those times when 
rival bikers happened to hit 
the street at the same time 

or when two pimps got into 

a fight over the same run- 
away they wanted. to turn 
out, but for all the pros 

and cons the word got around 
that the Haight was happen- 
ing and the free music in the 
parks by the Jefferson Airplane 
and the Grateful Dead and the 
also-rans like Blue Cheer and 
Mad River and Indian Head Band, 
not to mention the rumor that 
young girls danced naked in 
Speedway Meadow and would go 
with anyone who had a joint-- 
well, who could stay away 

from a scene like that? By 

the time of the big Human 
Be-In (January 14, 1967}, there 
were thousands of people in 
Haight-Ashbury. It was fun 
and dangerous. 

At the point when Haight 
Street shifted from old-style 
immigrant/black to an art 
colony, neither the older folks 
nor the black hustlers, who held 
the territory at night, liked 
the way things were going. The 
older folks found themselves 
confronted with thousands of 
loafing teenagers who banged 
beer cans on their steps to 
make "music" and who were 
often sleeping off a cheap 
wine drunk fin a doorway when 
someone wanted to come and 
go from a walk-up. The older 
folks were relfgious and mo- 
dest and proper and they saw 
the young people who ran 
around half-naked or dressed 
like Indians as sinful and 


"weird". What kind of parents 
did they have who would let 
their children run wild like 
this? Well, the majority of 
the teenagers who flowed into 
the Haight were not there 

with parental blessings; they 
had run away toward dreams of 
wild acid and endless sex-- 

a media daydream of the H-A. 
What they found was crash pad 
rape and the same old con 
games that go on wherever one 
class has what another one 
needs. The kids loved the 
“acid-rock" music they heard 
in the parks and the ballrooms; 
the older folks hated it and 
considered it demonic (the 
movie FOOTLOOSE captured just 
a little of this contrast.). 
It became in to sample all 
kinds of drugs (highs) and 

you were considered “really 
straight" if you didn't do 
drugs. The period of free 
drugs was very short. Most 
people, particularly "tourists", 
had to buy their grass, speed, 
or acid. 

There was a strong anti- 
pathy between the drug people 
and the politicos. Those who 
were into politics, argued that 
it was possible to change the 
system through organization 
and systematic protest. Those 
who were into drugs would say 
that was impossible, that the 
system was totally corrupt, 
that the only way was to 


turn on, tune in, and drop 


out? Tim Leary was going 
around preaching this drug 
doctrine in 1965. It is ob- 
vious now that the drug people 
were simply aced out by folks 
smarter than they. Gangsters 
had moved into the Haight by 
the end of 1967, killed off 
the “hippie” dealers, and 
the Free Clinic was faced 
with more than 5,000 heroin 
addicts within the next two 
years (best research on this 
subject is by Dr. David Smith 
who ran the clinic). Turns 
out that the H-A was a testing 
ground for the CIA. They wan- 
ted to find out if LS® was an 
effective mind-control drug, 
if it could be used for crowd 
control. 

I had two experiences with 
LSD, the first came in a piece 
of Michael Corrigan's wedding 
cake and the second was in 
Fresno. I smoked a little 
grass once in awhile during 
those years, but never got 
interested in drugs. I am 
more interested in the art 
and music as most of you 
readers know. In the Haight, 
I saw the Fillmore posters in 
the windows and I picked up 
ZAP and the Joel Beck comix 


as they came out. 

For a long time in ‘66 
and '67, we lived in the 
ballrooms; Fillmore, Avalon, 
Longshoreman's. We danced 
while Janis sang “Ball and 
Chain" and stayed until the 
end of that hour and a half ~ 
version of Midnight Hour 
played by the old Grateful 
Dead with Pigpen at the organ. 
We saw Andy Warhol and his 
gang, heard Lou Reed, watched 
Andy's movies on the walls. 
We were there the night Frank 
Zappa and the Mothers of 7 
Invention came up from L.A. 
Bill Graham had been with 
the San Francisco Mime 
Troupe and he was always 
getting different theatre 
groups to participate in 
his early happenings. We 
would see plays like Mike 
McClure's THE BEARD which 
imagined Billy the Kid 
meeting Jean Harlow in 
Eternity, people like Lenny 
Bruce, improv groups like 
The Committee. Bill always 
had great stuff happening sed 
at the Fillmore. I remem- 
ber people painting their 
bodies, drawing on the 
floor, dancing under black 
lights or strobe lights, 
remember those fantastic 
indescribable light shows. 
I used to go upstairs and - 
watch them, guys squirting 
paint on whirling discs 
as the image was projected 
on the wall behind the band 
and it was shifting, organ- 
ic; when you were doing 
a dance in the middle of 
the room, you were like a 7 
one-celled animal inside 
a larger cell. People wore 
many different costumes. 
There was no dress stan- 
dard. Women wore mini- 
dresses for awhile, then 
granny dresses and glasses. 
John Lennon made those 
popular again. Paisley 
was everywhere, on my 
shirts, on Lennon's Rolls 
Royce; it was an Indian 
design and sold in stores 
along the Haight and for 
awhile everyone was wearing 
it. 

Twenty years ago. It 
was too short. In ‘65, 
there was a lot of love and 
good feeling in the Haight. 
Strangers smiled at you and 
gave you things. But by late 
‘67, the dream was gone. Cops _ 
were beating people on the 
streets. Many moved to Sonoma 
and Mendocino. A lot of 
people died. It was a brief 
flash. C.G.

In the sixties, it became possible slant and resell it. We all did 


to write against styles rather than 
follow them. No need to state a the- 
sis, support it, work up to anti- 
climaxes and climaxes. One could just 
jump in at some point and visualize 
what was happening, see all the frag- 
ments kaleidoscopically. I develop- 
a fast telegraphic style in my under- 
ground press pieces. I built up to 
things with chopped phrases, bits of 
conversation, images, ad lines. I 
always liked using the voice collage 
technique, quoting random lines of 
anonymous dialogue which would define, 
explain, and typify a scene like the 
underground cinema or the Nocturnal 
Dream Shows or the interior of a top- 
less dance club. I made ft all up. 
Seldom quoted what people actually 
said. I learned very early that 
famous people may be witty on camera 
when they have their lines down, but 
often boring off camera, particular- 
ly when confronted with endless, mean- 
ingless interviews; after all, they 
would rather be at home watching the 
tube, too, not standing in some lobby 
hyping a movie that's already in the 
can. I don't have the patience to 
quote people anyway. I can make up 
better lines than most of them and 

my lines make them sound and look 
good, so what's the difference? I 
would float in a scene, listen to 
things, smell it all, get the feel, 
the rhythm, make a note or two on a 
scrap of paper and stick it in my 
back pocket, do thumbnail sketches, 
and later at home I would just run 

it all off on the typewriter. If I 
had a roll or two of film, I would 
soup that in the kitchen and hang 

the negs. Next morning I would 
print the best of it. By noon, it 
was all dry, the text was copied, 

and all of it was on its way to the 
various papers and mags I was string- 
ing for. I would never rewrite or 
revise anything. One draft. That 
was it. Off in the mail. Let the 
editor take care of anything that 
didn't suit him. That was his job. 
Surprisingly, I was edited very 
little by my honchos in those days. 
My stuff usually ran the way I sent 
it in. What I did do was write the 
same material over from a different 


that. I had markets that were 
political, others that were social, 
others that focussed on sex, and I 
learned to shoot pictures that would 
sell to a wide variety of magazines 
and papers. The viewpoint I used 
in the LOS ANGELES FREE PRESS was 
sociological, psychological, semi- 
political; I used the jargon of the 
period and wrote from an anti-estab- 
lishment point of view. I was still 
an Assistant Professor of English at 
Sonoma State College, hence technically 
as establishment as most of the other 
writers who had turned to the under- 
ground press for their freedom of 
expression, but I had begun to doubt 
the usefulness of the type of commer- 
cial brainwash that I saw going on 
around me on campus and I was already 
drifting toward retirement from the 
academy and its illusfons and delu- 
Sfions. I was a writer. Publish or 
perish. Bullshit. Academic writers 
have narrow viewpoints and they have 
to wait several years for those to 
appear in any of the acceptable quar- 
terlies. I had rebelled against the 
entire system as a grad student at 
San Francisco State when I argued with 
Herbert Blau who said Edward Albee 
was not a suitable subject for a 
seminar paper in Modern Drama. 
went on to become one of our top 
playwrights, certainly the major 
American existentialist of the mid- 
sixties. Blau voted against my get- 
ting a teaching assistantship. You 
don't argue with your masters in the 
academy. Well, I did, and I still do. 4 
I was and am a writer and I broke with 
the academy in 1970, went freelance, 
started publishing everywhere, writing 
about everything. I've even appeared 
in a few academically sanctioned 
tomes. That's jealously guarded space 
and it goes only to top profs and 
their carefully selected grad stu- 2 
dents (who are the people who write 
a lot of the stuff that those top 
profs publish under their names). 

I wrote about everything. Ecology, 
Women's liberation, Black liberation, 
college strikes, Free Speech, psyche- 
delic drugs, sexual freedom, Indians, 
hippies, topless dancers, whatever ~ 
came up, I wrote about it. C.G.
